They find themselves 
in communities in which thev do 
not have any legal residence. When 
the family establishes contact with 
Catholic Charities in the city in 
which it finds itself, the agency 
frequently finds it necessary to 
contact the Catholic Charity or- 
ganization in the family’s home 
city in order to establish its iden- 
tity, in order to establish the fact 
that the parents have been mar- 
ried in the Church, in order to learn 
of the Baptism of the children if 
it becomes necessary to place them 
in a temporary home. The Catholic 
Agencies cannot make any place- 
ment without contacting their home 
city and diocese. 


The problems of the Catholic 
Charities are not purely local; they 
have national ramifications. We 
have a chain of two hundred and 
six organizations of Catholic 
Charities Agencies spread out all

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Father McAuliffe 
Dies In Lafayette 
After Long Illness 


Funeral Conducted In 
Danville, Il., July 22; 
Served Two Dioceses 


The Rev. F. J. McAuliffe died 
July 19 at St. Elizabeth Hospital, 
Lafayette, Indiana, where he had 
been ill for quite sometime. The 
Solemn Requiem Mass was cele- 
brated Monday morning, July 22, 
at St. Patrick Church, Danville, 
Til. 


The Rev. F. J. McAuliffe was 
born at Danville, Til, on March 
16, 1887. He prepared for the 
priesthood in the Vincentian Con- 
gregation at St. Mary’s Seminary 
and Apostolic School at Perryville, 
Mo. He was ordained June 12, 
1913, by Archbishop Glennon. 


Father McAuliffe spent several 
years as professor in different ed- 
ucational establishments of his 
Community and served as Chaplain 
for Soldiers at Danville, Ill., for 
five years. He was admitted into 
the Diocese of Fort Wayne in 
August, 1927, and served as as- 
sistant at St. Patrick’s, Fort 
Wayne and later was made tempor- 
ary Chaplain at St. Vincent Villa. 


In August, 1929, he was given 
the pastorate at Nix Settlement 
and for several years had charge 
of the Children’s Page in Our Sun- 
day Visitor. In July, 1939, he was 
given the pastorate at Portland, 
with Dunkirk as a mission. In 
October, 1940, Dunkirk became in- 
dependent of Portland and Father 
McAuliffe was transferred to that 
place as pastor. Later, due to ill 
health, he entered St. Elizabeth 
Hospital.

sess to teach and control children 
and to claim their respect and 
obedience comes to him from 
God through the parents.” This 
is in keeping with the teaching 
of Holy Scripture that “all au- 
thority comes from God.” But if 
the teacher is to truly represent 
God Himself he must know and 
believe in His laws. 


Because the applications for 
entry into Catholic colleges have 
been far greater this summer 
than the colleges can accommo- 
date, many parents will be com- 
pelled if their children are to go 
to college, to send them to state 
colleges and universities which, 
also, due to the preference given 
to GI men, will be overcrowded. 


If any of your boys or girls 
must attend a state college, I 
would ask you to give them a 
letter to carry to the Catholic 
chaplain, and urge them to take 
a live interest in the Newman 
Club, or whatever other group 
exists for Catholic students. 


‘Then at such a school the Cath- 


olic young man or woman will 
have a very fertile field for 
Catholic Action. He (she) can 
do this usually in a very quiet 
way by living according to his 
(her) ideals, always remember- 
ing that other youths in the 
same institution may never have 
had those ideals instilled into 
them and, therefore, cannot be 
expected to live in keeping with 
them as the Catholics, of course, 
are bound to do. 


Since the Bishop is respon- 
sible for the souls of every man, 
woman and child under his 
jurisdiction, he feels in consci- 
ence bound to bring these mat- 
ters to your attention, and sin- 
cerely hopes that you will back 
him to the limit for the spiritual 
good of your own boy or girl. 
The American Legion, a few 
years ago, declared its policy in 
relation to religion in education 
in the following resolution: 
“RESOLVED that the Amer- 
ican Legion National Child Wel- 
fare Division be instructed to 
contact the authoritative leaders 
of all religious faiths to pledge 
The American Legion’s whole- 
hearted cooperation through the 
American Legion Posts, to the 
end that more children will be 
reached with spiritual training.”

We find large numbers 
of them, without any home ties, 
who are finding it impossible to se- 
cure decent housing. All Catholic 
Charities daily receive some of the 
most heart-rending appeals for as- 
sistance which with their limited 
facilities they are unable to give. 


Further facilities for the care of 
the aged has now become one of 
the crying needs of Catholic Chari- 


financial resources; i: is a question 
of personnel, of more vocations for 
this special work. Heads of Re- 
ligious Communities are reminding 
those who are appealing for Sisters 
to operate institutions for the aged, 
that they need to organize a cru- 
sade under.the leadership of Cath- 
olic Charities throughout the coun- 
try to secure more vocations for 
this service. 


The care of the aged will occupy 
a prominent position in the pro- 
gram of the Thirty-second Meeting 
of the National Conference of 
Catholic Charities to be held at St.

Party In Germany 
Hampers Order 


Clara Menck States 
Views In “Review Of 
Politics,’ N.D. Publication

Notre Dame—The fact that no 
rightest parties exist in Germany 
today hampers the entire newly 
developing party system, according 
to an article by Clare Menck, 
Editor of the Stuttgarter Zeitung, 
which appears in the July issue of 
“The Review of Politics” published 
ai Notre Dame, 


Clara Menck, formerly a student 
of Karl Jaspers at Heidelberg, dis- 
cusses the future organization of 
Germany, federalism and central- 
ism, and the denazification of Ger- 
many and its reactions. 


Many have been forced to yote, 
the author points out, with existing 
parties because there is no party 
representing their particular views. 
She stresses that the failure of the 
Allied powers to define who were 
National Socialist has resulted in 


the very opposite of what was in- | 


tended, 


“Instead of forcing a wedge, 
she declares, “into the still amor- 
phous and uncertain mass of Nazi 
sympathizers, it welded together 
all who were not unequivocal and 
definite opponents of the system.” 
In the treatment of the confused 
mentality of the German people, 
especially as indicated in the recent 
writings of Ernest Juenger, she 
pleads for a “confidence which 
alone can inspire hope.” 

“Bureaucratic government,” em- 
phasizes Clara Menck, “continues 
tv function in Germany, and also 
national bankruptcy has so far 
been staved off. Both these factors 
give the present regime the ap- 
pearance of being a continuation 
of the National Socialistic State. 
We must realize also that the Ger- 
mans, after living for centuries 
within a limited space where the 


” 


. chance of making a living depends 


on the most careful calculations 
find it difficult to conceive of a so- 
cial revolution. 

Discussing the German attitude 
toward politics, the author main- 
tains that “many people fail to 
realize that National Socialism 
could never have maintained itself 
nor been able to develop without a 
generation of young idealists, in 
part drafted from the ranks. The 
purpose of their existence was im- 
portant, for they drew the atten- 
tion of the public away from the 
actual events. They were also im- 
portant for organizational pur- 
poses to gain recruits from the 
non-political mind, Finally these 
idealists formed the necessary link 
with the national traditions of the 
first World War.” 

The author contends that a re- 
organization is going on in the 
field of purely political ideas as the 
result of the changing character of 
the parties.

All Catholics Bound To

Leslie took the trouble to solicit 
the signatures of 3,000 Protestant 
ministers to a pro-Semitic state- 
ment. He was careful not to solicit 
signatures from the Catholic 
clergy, every one of whom would 
have been in conscience bound to 
oppose anti-Semitism or  anti- 
racism generally. The signatures 
he received from Protestant minis- 
ters represent probably two per 
cent of the total number in the 
United States, while an honest in- 
vestigator would ‘have been able to 
precure signatures one hundred 
per cent strong from the Catholic 
clergy. Of staan Mg Leslie could not 
get those signatures any more 
than the Communist agents of the 
Russian government could procure 
signatures from a Cardinal] in Po- 
land. The Catholic Church never 
sets the seal of her approval cn, 
or willingly cooperates with, in- 
sincere people. 

It is regrettable that many Jew- 
ish rabbis have been deceived by 
men like Kenneth Leslie, and by 
Communist leaders. Last Septem- 
ber, for instance, Rabbi Louis D. 
Gross, editor of the Jewish Ex- 
aminer, published in Brooklyn, de- 
nounced Cardina] Faulhaber for his 
alleged friendliness towards the old 
Nazi regime. Neo churchman in 
Germany or elsewhere was such a 
consistent and persistent enemy of 
the Nazi ideology. Cardinal Faul- 
haber condemned Hitler ‘and his 
racial theory even before he came 
into power, for which, in turn, he 
was attacked by Hitler and Luden- 
doerf, then concocting their plans 
in the city of Munich. 


German Bishops 
Plead For Jews 


The Communists see in every 
anti-Communist attack a defense 
of Nazism, and they have suc- 
cceded in creating a similar state 
of mind in millions of Americans. 

Within the very week that Rabbi 
Gross criticized Cardinal Faul- 
haber, a pastoral letter was read in 
all the Catholic churches in Ger- 
many, in which he and all the 
Bishops of Germany jointly said 
the thing that should convince the 
Jews of the stand of the Church in 
Germany: “How it warms our 
heart to remember that time .ad 
time again Catholics of all walks 
of life, and of all ages were not 
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afraid to protect fellow-Germans of | 
another race, to defend them and to 
show them Christian charity. Many 
perished in concentration camps 


because of such charity. . . . Deeply 
moved we remembered all _those 
who shared their meagre daily 
bread with the much persecuted 
non-Aryan, while they had to feel 
day after day that they might face 


terrible retribution together with 
their wards.” 


Rabbi Stephen Wise, like Rabbi 
Gross of the Examiner, has seem- 
ingly been looking for incidents to 
attach the label of anti-Semitism 
on Catholics, if not the Catholic 
Church. He is the one, more than 
any other known to us, who will 
not tolerate any difference of opin- 
ion. He attacked the late Cardinal 
Hayes for saying that he was 
praying for Franco, while the 
Rabbi himself was promoting anti- 
Franco demonstrations. 

Only recently a certain lady 
school teacher by the name of May 
Quinn was charged with having 
made an anti-Semitic remark. It 
resulted in the calling of a mass 
meeting at Madison Square Garden 


that she be punished. Even after 
Miss Quinn was freed of the charge 
by the Court, her persecution went 
on. I am sure that Jews generally 
will regard this as ultra-sensitive- 
ness. No one would think of 
blaming Jewry or Protestantism 
generally for what an individual 
Jew or an individual Protestant 
might say or do.

Cc} August 7, 1789, 157 years 
ago, Congress passed the 
first act relating = to light- 
houses. From the few lights in 
place at that time, our sea 
eoasts, as well as our inland 
lakes and waterways, have be- 
come well lighted, and channels 
in unsafe rivers are marked by 
lighted buoys. 

The lights, themselves, have 
gradually improved, so that the 
most dangerous and inacces- 
sible places have lights that 
work automatically and_ re- 
quire very little attention. 

The men who attend the 
lights are a grand race of he- 
roes. They all operate life 
boats as well, and many are the 
tales of their heroism, both in 
saving the lives of shipwreck- 
ed mariners and also in losing 
their own lives in attempting 
daring rescues. No matter 
where the lighthouse is, the 
keeper leads a lonely life. Some- 
times there is sufficient ground 
for a suitable house, but more 
often than not he lives in the 
lighthouse itself. 

The old line of civilian light 
keepers is fast passing away. 
As soon as one retires or dies, 
his place is taken —

All signal lights at sea are 
now under the supervision of 
the U. S. Coast Guard. Where 
lighthouses are cut off from the 
mainland, all supplies are de- 
livered by the Coast Guard. 

Our first lighthouses burned 
whale-oil or lard-oil for the 
beacon. Later, kerosene and 
acetylene gas were used. A few 
lights still use incandescent-oil- 
vapor lamps which depend on 
kerosene. Of course, where it 
is possible, electricity is used. 

A Swede, Gustaf Dalen, so 
improved acetylene gas, that 
lights and buoys can operate 
for long periods of time with- 
out attention. In most instan- 
ces, when the sun goes down, 
the lights automatically come 
on. Each light has its own 
characteristics — that is, it 
takes it a certain time to re- 
volve, or to “blink,” and know- 
ing these signs, seamen can 
guide their ships. 

Lighthouses are also equip- 
ped with fog-horns that oper- 
ate when fog obscures the 
light. The horn for each light 
has its own characteristics also 


—that is, the time between 
“blows” is measured and each 
has a distinctive tone-——so that 
nearby ships may recognize it 
and get their bearings. 

Besides keeping the lights 
and reflectors spotieasly clean, 
the attendants usually have to 
keep two watches of four hours 
each, out of the 24. 

During the day, shades are 
pulled down in the room where 
the light is so that the reflec- 
tion of the sun’s rays on the 
reflector will not start a fire. 
Lenses in lights are as finely 
ground as bifocal glasses. 

So-called light ships are an- 
chored in dangereus places in 
well-traveled waters where it is 
impracticable to erect a light- 
house. 

The war has brought many 
new methods for maintaining 
all sorts of lights, and soon 
radar and radio will operate 
the lights. They will be turned 
on or off, as required, from 
a controlling transmitter on 
shore. Buoy ligh § t' us con- 
trolled could be blacked out on 
an instant’s notice. 

It will probably be some time 
before all lights will be using 
new equipment. In the mean- 
time, the “old faithfuls” will 
still carry on.

anti-Semitism in this country are 
Ku Klux-minded. Some of the 
most ardent enemies of Catholics 
are Ku Kluxers even though they 
would.not be caught belonging to 
that organization under any cir- 
cumstances. Some of the worst 
Ku Kluxers are professional prac- 
ticioners of tolerance so-called. 


There was no one less intolerant 
of falsity, error and wrong-doing 
than Christ Himself, but He never 
transferred his intolerance of 
wrong concepts to the persons who 
held them. He hated error, but 
He did not hate those who erred. 
He hated sin, but He did not hate 
sinners. He hated evil, but he did 
not hate those who did evil.

catures who never actually do 
much harm, because they are dif- 
ficult to take seriously. But the 
more refined. Bilbos who some- 
times carry on bigotry in the name 
of hostility to it are the ones who

Mother Cabrini is not the first 
one in recent years who was can- 
onized within a short time after 
her death. St. John Bosco, of 
Milan, who was known by Pope 
Pius XI personally, was canonized 
by him, and there was certainly no 
money in the Bosco family to take 
care of any fees. 

St. Therese of Lisieux, known as 
the Little Flower, was canonized 
within twenty-six years after her 
death, and she was a humble, poor 
Nun; not a founder of a religious 
community, but one of its subjects, 
completely unknown to the world 
until, after her death, she began to 
scatter “showers of roses” on nu- 
merous people in the form of tem- 
poral and: spiritual favors.

With a whistle and a whoop Dick darted down the rectory 
steps. His ball cap crumpled in his hand and his face flushed with 
amazement and delight, he rushed over to the playground and 
literally shouted the good news to his big brother. 


Twenty minutes ago he had 
walked hesitatingly up the rec- 
tory steps to tell Father Sweeney 
that “it was no go.” During the 
past three months he had come 
to realize that his folks just 
wouldn’t be able to stand the 
added expense. No seminary for 
Dick this year; perhaps after 
high school. Dick was pretty 
“down” about it, but he tried to 
take it like a man. That’s why 
Dick was so amazed when Fath- 
er Sweeney told him there was 
nu longer much expense involved 
in studying for the priesthood. 
Then when Father told him 
about the Regina Cleri Society, 
he literally bubbled with delight. 
And it wasn’t going to be “char- 
ity” either—the folks wouldn’t 
be embarrassed; it was, as Fa- 
ther Sweeney said, “just the 
proper way to do the thing.” 

The financing of vocations to 
the priestly and religious life has 
been a practical problem for 
many years. It is not at all un- 
common for pastors to see in 
young men of the parish possible 
candidates for the priesthood; 
but they hesitate to suggest it to 
any one of them because they 
know that neither the lad’s fam- 
ily nor his own pocketbook could 
stand the expense. Similarly, 
many girls are sent on to the 
local high school or into the busi- 
ness world because there is no 
one able and willing to cover the 


expense of her entr@fAce into the 
convent. 


Three years ago in one of the 
smaller parishes of our Nation’s 
capital, a very mission-minded 
pastor saw the imminent need 
for more priests, Brothers, and 
Sisters. He realized, too, that 
this need must be supplied to a 
great extent by the young Cath- 
olies of America. From past ex- 
perience with boys and girls he 
knew that vocations were plenti- 
ful in youthful he&rts but that 
few were being realized. So he 
set about to find the reasons 
why! One of these reasons, and 
a very important one, was the 
fact that the Catholic dollar was 
not doing its part. Not that 
Catholics weren’t willing to give, 
but that Catholics were not 
Properly approached and fully 
informed. To remedy this con- 
dition the pastor organized what 
iS now called the Regina Cleri 
(Queen of the Clergy) Society.

That means I'll make my lan- 
guage simple, not flowery; clear, 
not involved, not mysterious;

If 1 can’t answer your 
question, I'll say so. I won't 
even be ashamed to admit that. 
For who's supposed to know 
everything, anyhow? 


War Widow’s Question 


Today I want to discuss with 
you a letter from a widow—a 
war widow—who lives in a north 
central state. Her husband, who 
was a colonel in the Armiy, was 
killed in the Philippines, and she 
has done a magnificent, heroic 
job bringing up their three chil- 
dren. Of course, to them she 
has had to be—these past four 
years—not only mother but 
father also. And this double role 
has unquestionably exerted a 
great strain upon her. 


Now, it happens that this lady 
is a keen observer of everyday 
affairs and is something of a 
philosopher. Not only does she 
avidly read the papers and 
listen to the radio, she likes to 
analyse things for herself and 
to voice her comments.

Spiritually Confused 


Candidly, I agree with the ob- 
servations of this admirable 
mother from South Dakota; 
with her I believe that the vast 
majority of us in the United 
States are confused—spiritually 
confused. We don’t see t*ings in 
perspective; we stress the unim- 
portant things in life and neglect 
or even despise the important 
things. 

In this country the majority 
of us have never seriously put 
first things first; no historian 
can—even by the kindest, most 
charitable interpretation — say, 
without straining the truth, that 
we Americans have persistently | 
sought the Kingdom of God and 
His justice first and have, in con- 
sequence of that obust faith, 
then confidently expected that 
“all these other things” (like 
economic security and peace on 
earth among men of good will) 
would automatically follow. In 
plain fact, we have not believed 
this forceful promise of Our 
Blessed Saviour, nor have we 
acted as though we believed it. 
In other words—to borrow the 
very title of these broadcasts 
over Mutual—I would say with- 
out hesitation that we’ve got a 
long way to go yet before we 
may proudly say that we Ameri- 
cans are, as a people, conspicuous 
for FAITH—IN OUR TIME. 
Please understand. I don’t mean 
te be pessimistic. But I want to 
be truthful. I don’t want— 
ostrich-like—to duck facts. 


The lady is absolutely right. 
Today we Americans show, as a 
people, that we have very little 
spiritual sense, hardly any sense 
of proportion and of direction. 
In science — for example, in 
radar and plastics—we have 
made tremendous strides; but we

Aimless Striving 


It was all very clear. They 
were so strikingly unreserved in 
their faith that they simply be- 
lieved that if they conformed 
their will to the will of God, if 
they united their sacrifices, their 
love, to the sacrifice and the love 
of Jesus, they: would be saved: 
God would have a mansion for 
them in Heaven. “If you love 
Me, keep My commandments. If 
you suffer and die with Me—die 
to sin—you will rise with Me 
and enter into glory.” 


The lady is absolutely right. 
Our striving is frantic and aim- 
less. We have lost. our direction, 
our sense of perspective. We are 
undeniably tensed up, we are not 
a relaxed people, at ease with 
ourselves, at ease with God. And | 
even if it is true that we are not 
at this moment fighting another 
nation—thank God—that peace 
which we have is only the peace 
which the world can give, a mo- 
mentary lull, an _ armistice, 
apparent peace. We do not enjoy 
that incomparably superior peace 
which the world cannot. give, 
that peace which can come only 
from the Son of God—from His 
Sacred Heart, that peace which 
is literally “out of this world.” 
Can we say that.in America to- 
day we have domestic tranquil- 
ity, peace of heart, interior 
peace—? No—and we will not 
have it while the Klan threat- 
ens again, while bloody murder 
increases in our metropolitan 
cities, while employers and em- 
ployes consider each other rivals 
instead of partners, while some 
white people deny fair -mploy- 
ment practices to the colored. 
All these things are symptoms 
of the actual civil war which 
rages— however subi!y—\ ‘thin 
the body and soul of our nation 
even this day. 


Are we so terribly thick- 
headed and dumb that the shock- 
treatment of World War II and 
of our 275,000 Gold Stars make 
no dent in our consciousness? 


Radically, what is wrong? | 
think this is at the rot ~° it 
all. We have been trying to live 
on bread alone. We have been 
amazingly concerned—each one 
of us with his own petty will, 
with procuring his own little bag 
of gold and his own little black- 
market of sinful pleasure. 
It is time for us to give up 
living on bread alone and to have 
FAITH IN OUR TIME by living 
on every word which proceeds 
from the mouth of God. It is 
time to stop competing with 
God’s holy will, time to stop

Fun In A Snowstorm... . 
pT. GEORGE M. TIERNEY, now stationed at Fort Sheridan, IIl., 
writes: 

“Do you think it will come in the near future when they will play 
soccer like football in our American universities? It will be played 
after the football season beginning the first Saturday or Sunday of 
December and ending the last week of March. The universities can 
have scheduled games from December to April just like their football 
schedules in the fall. I do hope in the near future they have soccer 


games. Why should foreign countries pass us in that sport when I| 


know America can surpass them?” 


Then Pvt. Tierney suggests a soccer league made up of Catholic 
schools, to play 18 or 20 games. 

“Gee,” he adds, “it is fun playing soccer in a snowstorm; just 
like playing football in a rainstorm.” 

I know that soccer players are hardy souls, and frequently have 
te play their games under adverse weather conditions, but this is 
the first time I’ve been told that it’s “fun” to play in a snowstorm 
or freezing weather. No fun for the spectators, that’s for sure. 
And I don’t recall ever having encountered a football player who 
enjoyed playing in a rainstorm. 

However, Pvt. Tierney has an idea, but it will hardly ever bear 
much fruit in this country, I believe. Soccer is not an American game, 
and few of our young men take to it. When they start out, at an early 
age, to play, it is usually baseball, football and basketball. They care 
little about soccer, as far as I have ever observed. Pvt. Tierney ob- 
viously is a soccer player and a soccer enthusiast, but his numbers are 


few compared to the millions who are interested in the games which} 


are peculiarly American. I don’t think you could get any group of 
schools interested in organizing a soccer league. 


*Loose Conference’... 


Strangely enough, the same mail brought another letter advocating 
formation of a football league made up of the smaller Catholic colleges 
of the middle west, although this would be our own type of football, 
not soccer. The letter comes from a graduate of St. Thomas College, 
St. Paul, Minn., and reads as follows: 


“Here is a little idea which you may use for what it is worth. 


“Briefly, what I propose is that a ‘loose’ conference be fo-med 
of the smaller Catholic schools in the middle west ... that a 
division be formed in Indiana, Ohio and Michigan and another divi- 
sion in Minnesota, Wisconsin and Iowa. The chanipion cf each 
division in football and basketball then would meet for the Catholic 
championship of the middle west. Going a step further, perhaps 
re-ords could be kept of the individual players and an All-Catholic 
conference middle west team picked at the end of each season. 


“Loras at Dubuque, Iowa; St. Ambrose at Davenport, Iowa; St. 
Mary's at Winona, Minn.; St. Thomas at St. Paul, and St. John’s at 
Collegeville, Minn., all play more or less of an interlocking schedule 
in normal times and will do so again. Also St. Norbert’s at De Pere, 
Wis., is a tough team in normal times. As a consequence there would 
be little difficulty in picking a champion from the middle west area. 


“Tt would seem that such a program would give the smaller schools 
and their team members a distinct boost. It would bring attention to 
the high caliber of ball played by these schools and perhaps interest 
students in attending these institutions, 


“Incidentally, being a graduate of St. Thomas, I like to talk a 
little about their record for 1945-46. Second place in football, ice 
hockey champions, co-champions in basketball, and they won the 
baseball championship last spring. The St. Thomas nine won 18 
and lost three. The losses included a 2-1 defeat by Minnesota in 
13 innings and a 3-2 loss to the Albert Lea city team. Also watch 
out for St. Thomas as a power in small college football next fall.” 


A Few Hurdles... 


A Catholic conference would, of course, be a fine thing for most 
of the.schools, but I doubt whether it would work successfully. Suppose 
DePaul of Chicago, for instance, joined a Catholic school basketball con- 
ference? That school’s team, for the past four or five years, has been

IT was in the spring of 1846 
that Father Dubuis of Lyons, 
France, volunteered for missiopary 
work in Texas, under Bishop Odin 
of Galveston. The young clergy- 
man was then twenty-nine. He had 
been a priest two years. His 
father—a-man of honor—had a 
small farm about ten miles from 
Roanne, and did odd jobs to in- 
crease his income. His mother’ was 
an exceptionally strong character, 
esteemed for her high ideals and 
noble traits. Their son Claude ex- 
perienced difficulty in his first at- 
tempts to study for the priesthood, 
for the reason. his schodling had 
not prepared him for this vocation. 
But how he conquered, was ordain- 
ed, shortly therefore came to 
America and began his missionary 
labors, and ultimately became 
Bishop of Galveston, are historic 
facts that make a beautiful pat- 
tern in the Church History of-the 
Middle West.

On Persecution 


Asks If Government 
Of Jugoslavia Has 
Endorsement Of U. 5. 


New York July 29 (Special) 
_-Asserting religious persecution 
‘, Jugoslavia “has all the ear- 
marks of the terrorism rampant 
in Poland, which is in direct con- 
flict with the principles for which 
American men laid down their 
lives,” Max H. Sorensen, national 
commander of the Catholic War 
Veterans, has asked President 
Harry S. Truman if the United 
States government “condones this 
suppression of religion.” - 

In a letter to President Truman 
on Wednesday, July 24th, Mr. 
Sorensen “queried the President on 
our diplomatic discussions with 
the Jugoslavia government asking 
‘f these methods were approved 
by our government and if “steps 
were being taken to see that there 
is no recurrence of this. brutal 
persecution of religious minorities.” 
Mr. Sorensen called the President’s 
attention to a dispatch to the 
New York Times from Camille M. 
Cianfarra whieh stated that “230 
Catholic priests have been assas- 
sinated 198 of them shot dead 
wi'hout a trial.” 

The full text of Commander 
S- ensen’s letter follows: 

“Correspondent Camille M. Cian- 
farra, in a dispatch to the New 
York Times dated July 23, 1946, 
from Bari, Italy, reports the Jug- 
oslavia government ‘has embarked 
on an anti-Catholic policy based 
on terrorism,’ and that, ‘230 Cath- 
olic priests.- have been  assassi- 
nated, 198 of them shot dead 
without trial, during the period 
from April, 1944, to May 15, 1946’. 

“Since the government of the 
United States recognizes the gov- 
ernment of. Jdugoslavia, we ask 
whether or not the. United States 
government condones this suppres- 
sion of religion, and this wanton 
persecution and ‘the spoliation of 
church property, occupation and 
requisition of buildings belonging 
to the clergy.’ 

“In the diplomatic discussions 
of our government with the exist- 


.ing government of Jugoslavia has

Bishop Edward F. Ryan of Bur- 
lington, and Msgr. John Wright, 
secretary to the Boston prelate, 
accompanied Archbishop Cushing 
on the pilgrimage. The pilerims 
eame from the Archdiocese of Bos- 
ton and the Dioceses of Burling- 
ton, Vt.; Fall River, Mass.; Hart- 
ford, Conn.; Manchester, _N.H.:

“Peace wil] not drop from heav- 
en ready made,” Archbishop Cush- 
ing said.

But the process by which peace 
will be built may be long, painful 
and slow. But a beginning must 
be made. The process must start 
somewhere, and it can start here 
as well as anywhere else. Indeed, 
here in Ste. Anne de Beaupre bet- 
ter than in most places, a great 
start can be made in the building 
of the peace. 

“We may not be able to settle 
the differences between peoples of 
nations hundreds or thousands of 
miles away,” the Boston prelate 
continued. “We cannot begin to 
build the peace in lands we do not 
know and among men and women 
whom we do not yet understand.

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Editor Declares 
Moral Decline 
Leads To Ruin 


Says U. S. Must Return | 
To First Principles To 
Remain Great Nation 


New York, July 28.—Reminding 


that open-minded observers are} - 


concerned deeply with the alarm- 
ing evidence of decline in moral 
standards in most phases of Amer- 
ican life and culture, Neil Mac- 


Neil, assistant managing editor of |” 


The New York Times, in an ad- 
dress this evening on tbe Catholic 
Hour radio program said that the 
obvious remedy is a return to God 
and His moral code as expressed 
in the Ten Commandments and in 
the Sermon on the Mount. 


“These are the principles on 
which the United States was found- 
ed,” Mr. MacNeil said, “and which 
helped to make us a great people 
and a great nation. We under- 
mine our greatness when we aban- 
don them. Historians record the 
fact that all great nations have 
been built on high moral standards 
—in other words, a hardy people 
living a life of simple virtue—and 
that nations fall when the. people 
forsake these standards for soft- 
living and vice. This was true in 
the case of Rome. It will be true 
with us.” 

Mr. MacNeil’s address, on. “Our 
Moral Standards,” was one in a 
series by Catholic laymen for the 
Catholic Hour, which is produced 
by the National Council of Cath- 
olic Men and carried by the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company. 

“The American home,” Mr. Mac- 
Neil said, “is the place to seek the 
redemption of America. The fam- 
ily is still the basic unit of our 
State as it is of our civilization. 
We should safeguard it. It needs 
tranquility and security just as the 
State needs peace and order. And 
God should be welcomed into it. His 
precepts should be taught and en- 
forced by our mothers and fathers 
and accepted by the children. The 
family tha: reads the Bible or says 
the Rosary will not stray far from 
the paths of virtue. This is the 
kind of family America needs and 
must have if she is to fulfill her 


responsibilities in the confused 
world of today.” 

Statistics reflecting appalling 
immoral conditions in the nation 


were quoted by Mr. MacNeil from 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion and other sources. Evidence of 
moral decline, he said, also is mani- 
fest in business and government, 
on the stage, in education, motion 

ictures and literatures. Observ- 
ing that the average American 
home is no longer “a haven of rest 
and peace from the stress and tur- 
moil of the world” and that God 
and His moral code have been ex- 
cluded from American schools of 
higher learning, Mr. MacNeil said: 
“The breakdown of the American 
home and the failure of the Amer- 
ican school have imposed a task on 
the Church alone which should be 
shared by all three, and the Church 
alone cannot do it.” 

He remarked the American in- 
dustrial civilization has contribut- 
ed greatly to the decline. “We. have 
the most successful mechanized 
civilization in all history,” he de- 
clared, “and we love to emphasize 
the good things it brings us. It 
does produce a flood of machine- 
made goods, for we have mastered 
mass production and to a less de- 

ree mass distribution; but as we 

ave gained in material things we 
have lost in spiritual values. We 
have worldly wealth and low moral 
standards. This is our tragedy.”

The Dominican Sisters, Servants of 
Relief for Incurable Cancer among 
the Poor, have established two cen- 
ters in, New York City and one 
each in four other cities in the U. 
S.—Philadelnhia, Fall River, St. 
Paul and Atlanta. a 


This religious community was 
founded 48 years ago by Mrs. Rose 
Hawthorne Lathrop, a convert and 
a daughter of Nathanial Haw- 
thorne, the author. As Mother 
Alphonsa at the age of 47 she un- 
dertook this great charity—after 
the deaths of her son, Francis, and 
her husband, George. 


For those wishing to know some- 
thing more about the background 
of this wonderful work, we suggest 
reading “Sorrow Built a Bridge,” 
by Katherine Burton. This is.a most 
interesting story of the str«¢gles 
and the hardships connected with 
the founding of this order and of 
the heroic firht the Nuns wage to 
keep the weight of worry and de- 
spair from the last hours of penni- 
less and unwanted cancer victims. 


To read this book is time ‘well 
spent. 


The second article is headed 
thus: “March Of Time Pays Trib- 
ute To Father Mathew, Temper- 
ance Crusader.” This speaks of a 
tribute to the work of Father Theo- 
bald Mathew, early Catholic tem- 
perance crusader which appears in 
the latest March of Time film, en- 
titled “Problem Drinkers.” There 
have been generations of temper- 
ance crusaders, but notable among 
them was Father Mathew, an Irish 
priest, who nearly a hundred years 
ago converted seven hundred thou- 
sand disciples in America alone. 


More may be learned about this 
Apostle of Temperance by reading 
“Father Theobald Mathew,” by the 
Rev. Patrick Rogers, M.A., D. Lit. 
and a Member of the Royal Irish 
Academy. The lesson learned from 
Fr. Mathew is timely and fits in 
well with our lives of today.

“Because of its serious violation 
of the freedom of religion guar- 
anteed by Hungarian laws and by 
some of the latest international 
agreements, and inherent in the 
fundamental principles of democ- 
racy,” the Bishops declared, “the 
Hungarian Hierarchy is obligated 
to raise its voice regarding the 
arbitrary procedure affecting and 
threatening aSsociations of a re- 
ligious nature.” 


The sudden prohibitions on Cath- 
olic groups, coming after “certain 
political groups had directed sus- 
picion against Catholic schools 
and colleges, and _ investiga- 
tions have proved these de- 
liberately enlarged accusations to 
be either baseless or true only to 
a degree hardly deserving notice,” 
have. created an anxiety in Hun- 
garian Catholic life which is only 
too understandable and apparent, 
the memorandum states. 


“This anxiety, for the conse- 
quences of which we in advance 
refuse to be responsible,” the Bis- 
hops warn, “can be counteracted 
only by bringing out the facts re- 
garding incriminated organizations 
through thorough and objective 
investigations and by duly inform- 
ing the- public at large before 
measures are taken. Without such 
a procedure, any treatment is ar- 
bitrary and violates the idea of 
liberty. To act summarily, with- 
out concrete facts and purely on 
the basis of a general and inspired 
suspicion, is the procedure of a 
dictatorial system, condemned and 
to be condemned always and every- 
where.” 


The memorandum adds that the 
Archbishops and Bishops cannot 
remain silent in the face of this 
violation of freedom and “are ob- 
liged to protest solemnly” against 
the far-reaching dissolution direc- 
tives, based on “unproved insin- 
uations.” The Bishops say that 
they will continue to bring offenses 
against Catholicism to the atten- 
tion of the Prime Minister.
